DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 6, 8-9, 13-018, and 22-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claim 1, the prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious to one 
ordinary skilled in the art a lamp vessel comprising various elements as claimed, more 
specifically, a volume that lies between 0.008 and 0.009 cm 3 and an ionizable salt consisting of 
Nal, Til, Cal 2 , and XI 3 wherein X is selected from the group consisting of rare earth metals and 
the amount of Nail, Til, Cal 2 , and XI3 lies between 0.025 and 0.3 g/cm 3 . 

In regard to claim 22, the prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious to one 
ordinary skilled in the art a lamp vessel comprising various elements as claimed, more 
specifically an ionizable salt consisting of Nal, Til, CaI2 and CeI3, and a molar percentage ratio 
CaI2/(NaI + Til + CaI2 + CeI3) lies between 50 and 90%. 

The prior art if record does not anticipated or render obvious the claimed limitations for 
the reason recited by the Applicant in the arguments filed 6/3/201 1, see pages 6-13.
